The foll owi ng agencies may enter into financial contracts,
paid for fromoperating revenues, for the purposes indicated and i n not
nmore than the principal anounts indicated, plus financing expenses and
required reserves pursuant to chapter 39.94 RCW When securing
properties under this section, agencies shall use the nost econom cal
financial contract option avail abl e, including|long-termleases, |ease-
purchase agreenents, |ease-developnent wth option to purchase
agreenents or financial contracts using certificates of participation.
The director of general adm nistration shall ensure that the clustering
of state facilities and the collocation and consolidation of state
agencies take place where such configurations are econom cal and
consistent with agency space needs. Agencies shall assist the
departnent of general admnistration with facility collocation and
consolidation efforts.

State agencies may enter into agreenents with the departnent of
general admnistration and the state treasurer’s office to devel op
requests to the legislature for acquisition of properties and
facilities through financial contracts.
